"He was an influence, and I will always 
remember that time," said Norcross, who confirms that he 
is Aaron Norcross, Jr. His dad is Aaron Norcross, Sr. 

"I saw Pete Townshend from The Who perform 
on television and was caught up in his showmanship, his 
guitar tricks and his rhythmics, and that really made me 
decide to play the guitar," the teenager said.

from his racing days at the Golden Spur Speedway in 
Lakeville, and he even has a garage filled with colorful 
NASCAR race jumpers (both old and new), as well as 
the Oldsmobile with which former NASCAR driver 
Lake Speed won at his only career race in at the 1988 
TransSouth 500 at Darlington Speedway. 

But about five years ago, Ashworth began to 
collect and conduct period-correct restorations to antique 
fire trucks and emergency service vehicles, and he's 
showing no signs of stopping after purchasing a 54-foot 
long 1989 Maxim Ladder truck that was once used by the 
New Bedford Fire Department. Maxim trucks were built 
in Middleboro up until 1989, and Ashworth said that it 
was one of the last ladder trucks they produced. 

"I've tried to restore the history of fire trucks, and 
I think I've done very well," said Ashworth at a recent 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals meeting. He attended 
the meeting in order to obtain permission for a special 
permit for an addition on the garage he uses to house his 
collection, which also includes a 1938 Ahrens-Fox that 
was used by the city of Taunton, a 1955 Maxim that was 
used by the town of Middleboro, a 1951 LaFrance that is 
a reproduction of a Boston Fire Department truck and a 
1956 Cadillac Meteor ambulance. 

Ashworth, who served on the Rochester Fire 
Department for 37 years, has seen a nirmber of fire trucks 
come and go through the town, and said that most of the 
trucks that they used over the years had not survived. 

"Growing up - in my timeframe - all of these 
vehicles were used," he said. "[Rochester] had a '63, but 
it rotted out. We had a '65, and another [truck] ended on 
its roof. It got broadsided on Route 6. It skidded down the 
road on its roof." 

He said that he has no plans of starting a private 
museum, but enjoys taking the trucks out to Plirmb 
Comer and other classic car runs for other people to enjoy 
as well. 

Ashworth said that the Ahrens-Fox truck is 
among the most rare fire trucks in existence, having found 
only three or four of them himself. He believes that the 
Cadillac ambulance, which often doubled as a hearse in 
those days, was one of the last ambulances built by the

"I was fortunate enough to have a job that I 
enjoyed.

July Construction for RMS Playground

At some point last year, members of the Rochester 
Memorial School Parent Teacher Organization began 
talks to form a special subcommittee for the purpose of 
allocating roughly $27,000 that had been raised by Susan 
Norton, the school's former Assistant Principal, for the 
purpose of constructing a new playground. 

Since Norton retired in 2010, nothing had been 
done with the money, so the PTO nominated mothers 
Donna Forcier (who is also the treasurer for the PTO) and 
Erin Bednarczyk as members of this subcommittee. 

In January, the Playground Committee was 
formed. Fast-forward to the Rochester Memorial School 
Committee meeting earlier this month, and you have the 
newly approved $29,000 structure that is scheduled for 
construction in July. 

Forcier and Bednarczyk, alongside Cindy Maak, 
who designed the structure and who has designed 
and taken part in the construction of more than 800 
playgrounds, presented the project to the RMS School 
Committee, which approved it. 

"We're very excited to have a play space for the 
students for years to come," Bednarczyk said.

Maak, from Rochester, has also worked on 
playground projects at Old Hammondtown, the Dexter 
Lane Community Playground, and two at Sippican 
Elementary School. She designed the structure, and upon 
her design, the Committee obtained quotes from several 
vendors, with Miracle Equipment coming in as their top 
choice. 

The playground, which is meant for students 
in grades two through six, can accommodate up to 67 
children at one time, and will be constructed outside 
of the newly built C-Wing at the school near what is 
currently called the soccer field. According to Maak, the 
surface area of the playground will be constructed of a 
wood composite felt, and most of the material for the 
structure itself is constructed of steel, which is cheaper 
and more durable than plastic. 

Maak said that the playground will include 
such special features as a sign language panel (with each 
letter of the sign language alphabet), a "Bongo Jungle 
Climber," which helps the kids work on their "balance 
and perceptive input," and a therapeutic swing, among 
countless other pieces. 

She added that once construction is complete on 
the playground, her work is not complete. 

"You guys buy them, but they're always going to 
be mine," said Maak, who carries extra hardware in her 
car at all times for repairs and who likes to observe the 
playgrounds once she's done to see what's popular with 
the kids. 

"I like to see exactly what the kids do with the 
stuff," she said. 

Maak said that they could use about 25 volunteers 
for the assembly, which will take one day to complete. 

"There's plenty to do. And there are positions for 
light duty, keeping track of things, etc. It's a long day -

LYME DISEASE IN DOGS 

I have heard that all dogs in this area have Lyme disease. Is that 
true? 

No, I would estimate that 15% of the dogs that we see have 
been exposed to Lyme Disease. We test all dogs for antibod- 
ies to Lyme disease when we test for heartworms. 
VWiflf are the signs of Lyme disease in dogs? 
There are 3 clinical presentations for Lyme disease. An acute 
arthritis with swollen wrist or ankle joints is the most com- 
mon form of this illness. This form is rapidly responsive to 
antibiotics. The second form is an involvement of the kidney 
called Lyme Nephritis. Unless this is diagnosed fairly early in 
the course of the illness, it is frequently fatal. The most com- 
mon sign is rapid weight loss. Lyme Nephritis is less respon- 
sive to treatment, so we aggressively treat dogs with positive 
Lyme tests to avoid this form of the disease. Some dogs that 
test positive for Lyme disease never show signs of illness. 
Unfortimately, we cannot predict which dogs will get sick 
and which ones won't. Tick control and Lyme vaccinations 
help prevent Lyme disease.

Safety Issues Discussed for Cape Rail Project 

Rochester Board of Selectmen's Meeting 
By Nick Walecka 
The Rochester Board of Selectmen met with 
officials from the Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority and the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation to discuss safety concerns that the 
Selectmen had regarding the railroad crossing on County 
Road. 

The crossing will be used by the Cape Cod 
Regional Transit Authority's newly announced commuter 
rail, which will run between Middleboro and Hyannis. 

At last week's Selectmen's meeting, officials 
voiced concerns over the lack of warning markers and 
the ineffectiveness of the gates that are currently in place 
there. The train would travel through Rochester at 59 
miles per hour, and the Board said that there are two 
dangerous S-curves on both sides of the crossing that 
will be very dangerous unless better safety measures are 
taken. 

Ron Nickle, the Chief Safety Officer of MBTA, 
was present Monday, and he said that a team would be 
going to the site to assess it and decide exactly what safety 
measures will be taken. 

"We assess each grade crossing and see what 
the risk factors are," said Nickle. "We determine the 
acceptability and unacceptability of the risk factor. We 
have teams going out tomorrow to do that."

Nickle said that any changes to the site would be 
completed by June or July at the latest, and if there were 
changes that were not made in time for the opening of the 
rail, then they would reduce the speed of the train to 30 
miles per hour until they are complete. The Hyannis to 
Middleboro train is scheduled to start operation on May 
24. 

"It's a major thruway coming off that highway 
to these communities," Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera said. "It's a concern. It really doesn't conform 
with today's safety standards as far as the commuter rail 
is concerned."

Balanced Budget Makes Warrant a Breeze 

Mattapoisett Town Meeting 
By Marilou Newell 

On a breezy spring evening and in spite of a 
low turnout, Mattapoisett voters came out in sufficient 
numbers to allow the town to move swiftly through 
its 32-article Town Warrant. With a balanced and very 
conservative budget to go through, the voters were eager 
to keep up their record of one-night Town Meeting. 

All articles were carried with only a handful 
seeing one or two dissenting votes in the face of 
overwhelming approval. 

Of the two articles brought to town meeting 
by citizen partition, one passed and one was roundly 
defeated. Article 31 from Mrs. Shockro of Mattapoisett 
Neck requested connection to the sewer project 
currently underway She had not previously requested 
inclusion having missed public notifications and had 
apparently not found her property within the scope 
of the original planned work. Nick Nicholson, Water/ 
Sewer Superintendent spoke against granting her request, 
noting that sufficient notification had been given and that 
the capacity of the system wouldn't support additional 
tie-ins. However, the voters found her petition worthy 
and found in her favor. 

Erma Nickelson, however, of Brandt Island Road 
was requesting nearly $450,000 for road improvements on 
secondary or feeder roadways in the beach community.

Nickelson cited that more than 50 percent of the homes 
in the area are now year-round residences that have 
tremendous need for safe road surfaces. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer said, "If we take that 
money out of the fund we would be back to 2007." He 
continued that it might impact balancing the budget. He 
said it might also negatively impact "our bond rating. I'm 
telling you right now I'm not voting for it," he declared. 
"It would be fiscally irresponsible." 

Elisabeth Pennington of the Finance Committee 

agreed. 

"I am strongly objecting to this article," she said. 
"I have been waiting for years for my road to be repaired, 
but the reality is we only have so many dollars each year 
so feeder roads don't even compute in my world." 

The motion was defeated. 

Another article that generated some conversation 
was the article for spending money to upgrade the tennis 
courts at Center School. Some voters expressed concern 
over vandalism and sufficient demand to actually warrant 
the need for the tennis court. After the voters learned 
that the courts at the high school are basically never 
available for public use even though demand is high, it 
was decided to pass the article. It was planned that police 
will be notified to take action as necessary to ensure it is 
only used for tennis and not skate boarding and other 
damaging activities.

and Sewer Department. Some of those had to be re- 
worded during the delivery of the article to the voters. 
Although the sums being requested were all correct, 
the actual wording needed to be tweaked for accuracy 
and to be legally cogent. Nick Nicholson, Water /Sewer 
Superintendent, presented Articles 20 through 30. 

Here is a summary of the articles and results that 

passed: 

• Special Town Meeting, Article 1: Free cash to 
reserve fund: $45,000 this would allow the town to close 
out the fiscal year in a balanced manner There were cost 
overruns on line items associated with emergency services 
for storms and related recovery expenses. Unanimously 
carried 

• Article 1: Elected officers' compensation (no 
funding required). Moderator $200; Board of Selectmen/ 
Chairman $3,700; Board of Selectmen/ members 
$3,300; Assessor /each $3,300; Town Clerk $59,025; 
Board of Health /each $400; highway surveyor $71,205;

during the first of what looks to be at least a few nights of 
Town Meeting. 

Residents approved with minimal discussion 
on Monday a two percent increase in salaries for elected 
officials and a total Fiscal Year 2014 operating budget of 
$19,222,999, representing a 2.26 percent jump from FY 13. 
Instead, they saved most of their scrutiny for Phase lA of 
the Village Area Infrastructure Capital Improvement Plan. 

Phase 1 A would address roadway access and 
utility improvements on Ryder Lane, South Street and 
Spring Street. After grants and Chapter 90 funds, the 
project's price tag comes to $3,147,400, too high for some 
voters. 

"I'm sick and tired of water and sewer rate 
increases, and I know others feel the same way" Tom 
Magauran said. "Our rates are already ridiculous; they're 
absurd." 

The project would not increase water rates, 
but sewer rates for Marion residents would spike by 
an average of $10. While officials assured voters that 
approving Phase 1 A would not lock the town into future 
phases, some weren't buying it. 

"This is a down payment on a $20 million 
project," said Ted North, who ended up in a shouting 
match with Moderator David Titus during the night's 
most heated moment. Titus ultimately deemed North 
out of order, earning subsequent chastisement from 
Magauran for discouraging debate.

Magauran and other voters lamented a perceived 
lack of transparency on the part of the Board of Selectmen 
and other officials. 

"Nobody can answer the simple question, 'what 
is the money being spent on?' We've dedicated money to 
this before, and where did it go?" Magauran said. "It's 
the same bill of goods with a new title. There's a lot of 
semantics and nonsense going on here." 

Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard said 
he imderstood voters' concerns. 

"This is expensive, but it's something we need to 
do," he said in recommending Article 13. 

After more than an hour of discussion, Marion 
voters OK'd the project, which is set to begin this summer.

In addition. Article SI, a special item to 
supplement the Department of Public Works FY 13 budget 
with $80,000 after destructive winter storms, passed. 

The evening's other contentious item - and the 
last that Town Meeting would consider until Tuesday 
night - was Article 9, which asked voters to appropriate 
$100,000 to a feasibility study on renovations to the 
Marion Town House. A similar item failed last year, but 
squeaked through after significant debate on Monday. 

"I think you missed the point last year when you 
lost the vote," said Magauran. "You have to do a broader, 
better job of looking at the options." 

Resident Annie Hayes, a former contractor, 
challenged officials to cite specifics in terms of 
deteriorating facilities, while wondering whether the 
project was fiscally sound. 

Minard agreed, but only to a point. 

"I hate it," he said, "but I think we should move 
forward." 

In addition to Minard's testimony, voters 
appeared to respond to Selectman John Henry's claim that 
the town owed "a legacy to Elizabeth Taber," as well as 
his even-handed and reasoned approach throughout the 
proceedings. 

Henry will need to maintain that approach, as 
Marion Town Meeting heads into night two with nary a 
third of its warrant navigated.

Marion Town Meeting Night Two

Article 30, the first of the Solar Bylaws proposed 
by the Marion Energy Management Committee, failed 
by four votes during the final night of the Marion Town 
Meeting on Tuesday. It would have formalized the 
process for installing residential solar arrays. After an 
informative presentation from Jennifer Francis of the 
Energy Management Committee and a statement from the 
Planning Board by Chair Jay Ryder, much discussion and 
questions on the issue came from town residents.

their hands and each vote was counted. Seventy-nine 
voted for Article 30 and 48 were against it. Because town 
meeting requires a two-thirds vote to approve the bylaw 
amendment, it was defeated. 

The Solar Bylaws have been a bone of contention 
between the Planning Board and the EMC. The complex 
proposal prompted residents to ask various questions, 
which were addressed by both sides. At issue was the 
absence of a special permit process and approval by the 
Planning Board for solar arrays in town with abutter 
input. 

Approved by a two-thirds majority, again by 
counting a raised hand vote, was a new Municipal Solar 
Overlay District designating the town dump area as a site 
for a solar garden. The vote was 82 votes for the article and 
31 against. The two-thirds majority requirement was met, 
and Article 31 passed. 

Again, the proposal had the Planning Board and 
the EMC both presenting reasons for and against the 
warrant article. 

Ryder said that the two committees - and others 
- would work together to present an "appropriate" 
residential bylaw to town residents at the next Town 
Meeting, to be held in the fall. 

A request for the purchase of a new pumper 
engine for the Fire Department for the approximate 
sum of $595,000 was defeated. Another Fire Department 
request for $7,500 for the purchase of four thermal imaging 
cameras was approved. A request for an upgrade or 
replacement of the telephone system at a cost of $28,500 
was not approved.

outside and inside lighting with energy efficient lighting. 
The EMC asked NSTAR to conduct an energy audit at 
Sippican School, and this was a recommendation. The 
replacement of the lighting should generate a savings of 
more than $24,000 annually. Voters also agreed to a sum of 
$66,000 to replace 10 windows at Sippican School. 

The town agreed to requests from the Department 
of Public Works, which includes water and sewer, for 
$60,000 to replace an outdated computer system that 
helps oversee the wastewater treatment plant. 

An article on waterfront facilities was approved. 
$150,000 will be transferred from available funds to 
replace docks and pilings at Island Wharf and at Old 
Landing. There will be no cost to taxpayers for this 
transfer. Harbormaster Mike Cormier and his staff plan 
to do 30% of the manual work to replace the boardwalk 
at Island Wharf, reducing the overall cost of the project. 
Other improvements include replacing the concrete part 
of the 1991 floats and replacing nine existing pilings at 
Old Landing and putting in five more to reinforce the area 
to improve public safety. 

The Assessor's office will purchase an upgrade to 
their Geographic Information System software for a sum 
of $25,000, which was approved. 

The Department of Public Works got the approval 
to purchase three new vehicles. The Highway Division 
will purchase a new one-ton dump truck at a cost of 
$61,000. A one-ton utility truck 4x4 with plow at a cost 
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of $40,000 for the Water Department was also approved. 
A $40,000 vehicle for the Sewer Department was also 
approved, paving the way for a new one-ton utility truck 
4x4 with plow. 

The Community Preservation Committee got the 
approval for a $2,000 request for annual administration 
costs. "This is less than three percent of our operating 
budget," said Lori Schaefer, representing the committee. 

Dogs Allowed on Planting Island Beach

The current signs on Planting Island Beach say

to the Marion bylaws and confirmed by the Marion 
Conservation Commission at their meeting on Wednesday 
evening. Four new signs, stating "No Dogs Allowed on 
Beach May 1 - October 1" will be made and installed at 
Planting Island. 

The Commission tackled various agenda items 
including a Request for Determination of Applicability for 
the Moore Marion Trust II of 470 Point Road to upgrade a 
septic system. The property was to be sold and the closing 
date was the next day, Thursday.

repair of an existing septic system. At issue was that the 
leaching field is located in flood Zone X, while the three- 
bedroom home is located in a velocity zone of AE. 

"This is a repair," said Schaefer. Noting that there 
was nothing on the submitted plans showing the property 
line and the proposed new septic system, the Commission 
agreed that the abutter needed to be protected, along with 
the isolated wetland on the property. 

The Commission reviewed the plans and 
approved the request with several conditions. The 
applicant must show the property line and where the 
new septic system will be installed so that no trench work 
or disturbance will occur on the abutter's property. The 
old system must be disposed of and filled in according 
to Board of Health conditions. And, because there is an 
existing isolated wetland on the property, erosion control 
of hay bales must be installed to protect the wetland area. 

Next up was a Notice of Intent for a pier to be 
built on Dexter Road by applicant Kathleen Mahoney. The 
pier would be built across the road from, and associated 
with, house No. 40. The applicant is proposing to 
construct a 4-by-133-foot long timber boardwalk and pier, 
a 3-by-20-foot long gangway, a lO-by-20-foot gangway, 
and a lO-by-20-foot float supported by four pilings. 

The Commission considered the proposal but had 
questions regarding the impact on shellfish in the area.

ORR School Committee

Old Rochester Regional High School Principal 
Michael DevoU and the ORR School Committee discussed 
a pilot program that would change the start of the school 
day from 7:30 am to 8:30 am for next year, with the 
Committee ultimately approving a motion to allow DevoU 
and his staff to continue to plan for it. 

The main goal of the extra hour is to provide a 
common planning time for teachers, as well as to allow 
an early period for students to meet for things like clubs 
and organizations and to visit the library, computer labs, 
and the gymnasivim. There would be 15 paraprofessionals 
assigned to supervise them, as well as a potential addition 
of an aide to help specifically during this period. 

Currently, students and teachers are required to 
be at school at 7:20 am, and that will remain the same 
for teachers under the plan. DevoU stressed his wish that 
parents and school personnel keep in mind that this is 
a pilot program, and that it would need to prove itself 
worthwhile before it is made permanent.

Officials Align on Policies 

ORR Joint School Committee

Members of the Old Rochester Regional 
Joint School Committee on Thursday night laid the 
groundwork for updates to its best practices policy via 
the Massachusetts Association of School Committees, 
as well as to its professional development plan and 
administrative contracts. 

Christine Winters of the Policy Subcommittee 
gave officials a glimpse of the work ahead, as the coming 
months could require a "policy by policy" review by the 
ORR Joint School Committee starting as early as its June 
13 meeting. 

"It's a major undertaking," Winters said, "but it's 
something we need to do." 

Sharon Hartley, Chairman of the Massachusetts 
Superintendecy Union No. 55, expressed some 
reservations given the policies' volimie and format. All 
review will be done on hardcopy during a compressed 
time period. 

"I'm concerned about individual members' time," 
Hartley said. 

Winters said that there remains the possibility 
that members may receive only drafts of policies that 
are put forth for revision, cutting down on the time 
commitment. 

Elsewhere on the Committee's agenda. 
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members voted to approve Assistant Superintendent for 
Curriculum Elise Frangos' professional development 
plan, delineating teachers' areas of academic focus, lesson 
plans and in-class methodologies. Science and data 
literacy, in addition to student writing skills, are chief 
among the districts' priorities, Frangos said. Educators 
will gather for a two-day workshop to get up to speed 
on evolving curricular approaches, although Frangos 
said that "two days is almost a misnomer, because it's 
constantly happening." 

Next, Winters and Superintendent Doug White 
presented the Committee with an overview of revised 
administrative contracts addressing vacation, long-term 
disability and sick leave policies for non-union central 
office employees. Winters said that legal counsel had 
reviewed the documents, and members approved the 
agreement language. 

Also approved were strategic planning dates for 
Fiscal Year 2014: September 12, November 14, January 9, 
March 13 and May 5. 

White provided information on the process for 
the Superintendent's evaluation, causing some members 
to wonder whether they could gather in Executive Session 
without White in attendance to discuss the subject. 
According to Massachusetts General Law, however, they 
must do so in public, with the superintendent present. 

The Committee was notified of grants awarded 
throughout the districts: During the 2012-2013 school year.

Many townspeople may ask, 'what is the Marion 
Rochester Regional Health District?' and 'how does it 
serve the Town of Rochester?' 

Back in 1989, the towns of Acushnet, Rochester 
and Marion formed a health district. Accordingly, each 
town voted to form a district for employing a health 
officer, necessary assistants and clerks, all of whom 
shall be appointed and removed by a joint committee 
composed of the Boards of Health of those towns. The 
employees of the district are under the direct supervision 
of the district members, who are also responsible for 
approving their compensation. The reason for forming the 
district was to provide administrative and professional 
expertise in public health matters to the Board of Health. 

In 1997, the Town of Acushnet Board of Health 
members voted to leave the District. The reason for 
this was that development was at an all-time high and 
Acushnet needed a full-time agent. 

So what does the Health Director do as an 
employee of the district? As Health Director, my duties 
are shared between the town of Marion and the town 
of Rochester. 1 enforce the many facets of Title 5, which 
includes the witnessing of percolation tests, reviewing 
proposed septic plans, conducting septic construction 
inspections and reviewing septic inspection reports for 
real estate sales. As the agent for the Boards of Health, 
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I am also responsible for restaurant inspections, plan 
reviews for kitchens and housing inspections. In addition, 
I inspect summer camps for children and do water quality 
monitoring of beaches. I am also responsible for ensuring 
compliance with local Boards of Health and State- 
mandated regulations. 

On the medical side, the Board of Health 
investigates communicable disease incidents, provides 
blood pressure monitoring, offers flu clinics for residents 
and monitors state reporting of mosquito born diseases, 
such as West Nile Virus and Eastern Equine Encephalitis, 
in the area. 

These are some of the many ways that the Health 
District services the towns. The way that the Distiict is 
designed affords a collaboration of personnel and services 
provided by the public health nurses of both towns, 
who share information, cover clinics for each other, and 
provide specialized services, such as Mantoux testing for 
both towns. A perfect example of how the collaboration 
works and how Rochester benefits from the District occurs 
yearly with our flu clinic. Planning for flu clinics is a work 
in progress between the public health nurse in Rochester 
and the public health nurse Marion. A lot of effort goes 
into scheduling clinics, ordering the vaccine and supplies, 
scheduling the clinic location, advertising, getting forms 
ready, packing up supplies and carting them to and from 
the clinic. 

This past January, we had an influenza epidemic. 
Persons that were not immunized during the fall 
became ill with the flu. Marion purchased flu vaccine 
and Rochester was not able to because of a shortage of 
vaccine. Because we have a Health District, we were able 
to allocate 50 doses to Rochester. Collaboration of services 
through the Health District goes a long way to solving 
problems. 

Because we have a District, we work under 
one management and do not have to duplicate work 
and services. Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health has made regionalization a priority to effectively 
and efficiently address the public health needs of 
Massachusetts' s residents. For many commimities in the 
state, this requires forging new relationships. Rochester 
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and Marion have this relationship through the Health 
District. 

Do we really need to move backward by 
disbanding the District that has worked so well for 24 
years? Do we want to move to a system that increases 
costs to both communities by creating inefficiencies and 
duplicating services? I think not. 

Regionalization has provided the District the 
opportunity to apply for grants that benefit public health 
in both communities. The number of people served by 
the District is greater than the number of people served 
by each community and this is a relevant factor in the 
awarding of grants. Examples of the grants we have 
obtained include the Tobacco Control grant whereby one 
person worked on a regional basis to write regulations 
and keep our kids safe from the tobacco industry. We got 
that grant because we served more than one community. 

In 1990, we got a recycling grant for a recycling 
truck for both towns. In addition, we were recently 
notified that a grant application we had submitted for the 
Shingles vaccine had been successful. We applied for this 
grant as a District because of the efficiencies of meeting 
the needs of the towns as a district and because the 
Commonwealth placed a premium value on regionalized 
grants, granting more funds to a district application than 
if each town applied separately. 

I encourage Rochester residents, especially those 
who have benefited from the Board of Health, to come to 
town meeting and vote your support to keep the Health 
District in town to serve the people. If you have sought 
a building permit, had a septic system installed, or had 
a pending real estate sale, then you know first hand 
how efficient the Health District is. I am able to sign off 
quickly on applications because I have help of others, i.e., 
food inspectors, so that your permit application is a top 
priority when I get to the office. Other services, such as 
an influenza shot or medical question, are answered by a 
knowledgeable nurse. 

Both the Marion and Rochester Boards of Health 
have expressed their firm opposition to severing the 
Health District. They recognize the value of regionalized 
services offered through the District. Remember, the 
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budget is scrutinized and reviewed by the six Board 
of Health members representing both towns. If those 
members thought this was a good move, they would be in 
agreement with the Selectmen. 

Regionalization is about saving money. It is 
done through the provision of effective and efficient 
professional services. I know the Marion Rochester 
Health District has proved this by providing services to 
the residents of the towns of Rochester and Marion. The 
town will lose these efficiencies by withdrawing from the 
District. 

Rochester residents, I urge you to vote NO on 
Article 10 and keep the Marion Rochester Regional Health 
District working for the Boards of Health.

To the Editor: 

The Boards of Health of the Towns of Rochester 
and Marion wish to reply to recent newspaper articles 
and statements by Rochester's Town Administrator 
and Town Counsel concerning the status of the Marion 
Rochester Regional Health District, in which they have 
attempted to build a case for withdrawal from the District 
for what they claim to be reasons of liability and savings. 
We believe that neither justification bears scrutiny, and 
that the Town will suffer in several respects if the change 
is made. 

Despite numerous public statements to the 
contrary by the Town Administrator, we are confident 
that the law is clear that there is no need for the District 
to secure its own liability insurance. Because state law 
provides that District employees are treated as employees 
of the town of Rochester when performing duties in 
and for Rochester, the District's employees are insured 
under the town's "public officials" liability policy in 
connection with any activity in and for Rochester; they are 
similarly covered by Marion's liability policy when they 
are performing duties in and for Marion. This point has 
been confirmed by written opinions from the District's 
coimsel, from Marion's counsel, from counsel for the 
Massachusetts Association of Health Boards, and from 
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a representative of the insurance carrier for the Town of 
Marion. Although Rochester's Town Administrator has 
produced no written advice from that Town's insurance 
carrier, and has directed District staff and officials not to 
Contact the carrier directly, he has continued to publicly 
state, as recently as April 22, that the insurer has advised 
him that there is no coverage. 

Town Counsel for Rochester has recently 
conceded that he does not necessarily share that view, 
but states that he has concern about "gaps" in coverage, 
which he has declined to specify with sufficient 
particularity so that a question could be directed to our 
counsel and the Town's insurer. At this point, the District 
feels that the Selectmen are attempting to engage it in a 
game of "whack-a-mole," but we are prepared to respond 
in writing to any serious concern regarding liability that 
the Selectmen likewise state to us in writing. 

The savings to the town from withdrawal from 
the District were largely premised on the contention that 
it should be purchasing liability insurance separately, 
which disappear when viewed in the light of the opinions 
cited above. Other than that, the only expense that would 
not be duplicated if the town withdrew is that of the 
District's Treasurer, whom we pay $891.50 per year. We 
believe that modest expense is substantially outweighed 
by the savings enjoyed by the District and grants 
available to the District as a result of the economies of 
scale realized by pairing with Marion. 

As we understand the Selectmen's proposal 
at this point in time, they wish to withdraw from the 
District and hire a health agent part time, in contrast to 
the full-time agent that the town now employs. (When 
they first proposed this change, they suggested an inter- 
municipal agreement with the town of Marion that would 
permit continued sharing of a full-time employee; they

The Great Gatsby. Starring Leonardo DiCaprio and Carey 
Mulligan. Directed by Baz Luhrmann. Running time: 143 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

F. Scott Fitzgerald's The Great Gatsby may be the most 
strongly Hollywood-flavored of the Great American Novels — 
its ready-made visual symbols (the green light on the dock, the 
all-seeing eyes of Dr T.J. Eckleburg), its unabashedly melodra- 
matic plot, the noisy dazzlement of its parties — but it has never 
blossomed like a flower at the lips' touch of cinema. It's a tricky 
novel, staunchly interior, a tale told by a simple man about a 
fool — Jay Gatsby, who built a fortune so he could possess his 
long-lost love Daisy. What Gatsby doesn't understand about 
himself — that a man who runs away from love out of shame 
at his poverty, then spends five years constructing a hollow 
shrine to his new status as a great catch, has deeper problems 
than money — is what powers the novel. The Great Gatsby is, 
among many other things, a prescient pre-Depression portrait of 
a bubble that had to pop and did. 

That's hard to get across in a movie, even with nar- 
ration that spells everything out and often infantilizes Fitzger- 
ald's meanings. The new Great Gatsby rides a rainbow wave 
of 3D and hip-hop, straining mightily to seem relevant in the 
era of Jay-Z and Iron Man 3. (Gatsby is the original Iron Man, 
sheathed in the armor of privilege but with a wounded and vul- 
nerable heart.) But all it can be, like every other attempt at the 
book, is a flip-page visualization. The 3D lends spatial depth to 
the sets, but the people in them are two-dimensional. This was 
to be expected from Baz Luhrmann, who has been drawn again 
and again to lushly doomed romances (Romeo + Juliet, Moulin 
Rouge) only to litter them with lurid images. His Great Gatsby 
may be his most solid work (at least its structure holds his 
carny-barker instincts in check) but it's still as aggressively opu- 
lent as his other films. The camera goes on being wowed by the 
signifiers of vast wealth long after the party's over Luhrmann is 
a guest who doesn't know when to leave. 

The film does offer a pleasantly bombastic intro to 
Gatsby (Leonardo DiCaprio), who has invited the story's 
narrator, Nick Carraway (Tobey Maguire), to one of his epic 



shindigs. DiCaprio is a little old for Gatsby but still looks 
young, and he does everything he can to nail the different sides 
of the former James Gatz. He works up a posh Oxford accent 
that amusingly drops the T from such words as "start" and, of 
course, "old sport." He's touchingly childlike when waiting 
impatiently for the now-married Daisy (Carey Mulligan) to 
arrive at Nick's modest house for tea. DiCaprio seems to have 
read, understood and internalized the book; aside from gothy 
newcomer Elizabeth Dabicki as the extravagantly bored golf 
champion Jordan Baker, who exactly matches the Jordan I envi- 
sioned in the book, DiCaprio is the best at bringing the novel to 
the screen. 

Luhrmann throws great colorful parties. But with 
anything that doesn't involve spectacle or dazzle, he's hopeless. 
An intractable problem may not be Luhrmann 's fault: Daisy is 
as dull as she was in the book. But in Fitzgerald she's dull for 
thematic reasons — Gatsby knocks himself out to be worthy of 
a woman who isn't all that interesting. His version of the Ameri- 
can Dream is premised on self-delusion, wanting what he can't 
have. In a movie we at least expect the camera to show us some 
of what attracted Gatsby to Daisy, but Luhrmann is too busy 
tossing confetti. To illustrate a greater failing — and I suppose 
this is a spoiler alert for a story most of you should have read 
by now — Luhrmann 's depiction of Gatsby 's fate is offensively 
pictorial, turning the elliptically-told tragedy in the book into a 
/flMx -poetic visual. Forget about Dr T.J. Eckleburg; the eyes of 
Baz Luhrmann are all that matter here. 

It's not impossible to make a great movie out of mate- 
rial like this. The closest cinema has come to what Fitzgerald 
achieved was, of course. Citizen Kane, and Gatsby and Charles 
Foster Kane have been compared and contrasted endlessly by 
university students over the decades. (From some angles, Di- 
Caprio, whose face has filled out in his post-heartthrob career, 
could pass for Kane here. Don't give Luhrmann any ideas.) 
Orson Welles used every technique at his disposal to shed light 
on the inner turmoil of a man devoted to surfaces. Luhrmann 
is quite content to stay on the surface, to rub elbows with 
tuxedoed gents and bewitching flappers. (If the movie brings 
back the flapper look, it will have justified itself in at least one 
regard.) Even the book's final line, perhaps the most famous last 
line in all of American literature, is given a bland and uncom- 
prehending reading by the morose Maguire and accompanied by 
shiny text on the screen. Teenagers who rent this movie in lieu 
of reading the book deserve to flunk their summer-reading tests 
next September. 
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apparently now concede that that arrangement will not 
work.) They have not asked the town of Marion whether 
it would be willing to likewise engage a part-time agent; 
nor have they asked the District or its agent whether she 
would be willing to accept part time employment, which 
would eliminate her health insurance coverage and other 
benefits of full-time employment. Given this lack of 
interest on the Selectmen's part, our conclusion is that the 
Selectmen either intend that the town replace the current 
agent, or are simply indifferent to the issue. The District 
is highly doubtful that the town can attract an equally 
qualified candidate for a part-time position. 

The Boards of Health of Rochester and Marion 
have had a long and successful collaborative relationship 



under the auspices of the Marion Rochester Regional 
Health District. Our current agent is highly qualified 
and she and we enjoy mutual respect. The existence of 
the District allows the town of Rochester to apply more 
effectively for state grants, and to participate in public 
programs that would not be feasible if the town chose 
to go it alone. We cannot understand why the Selectmen 
want to forego all these advantages, and we respectfully 
urge Town Meeting members to vote against the 
Selectmen's article for Withdrawal from the District.
